REMARKS 

Assignee and the undersigned attorney thank Examiner Negron for his review of this 
patent application and the indication that claims 22-24, 26 5 and 27 are allowed and claims 6 
and 28 include allowable subject matter. Claims 1-9 and 21-30 were previously pending. 
Claims 1 3 2, and 6 are amended above, and claims 25 and 28 are cancelled. Assignee 
respectfully requests reconsideration of pending claims 1-9, 21, 29, and 30. 

The Action objected to claims 6 and 28 as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but indicated that claims 6 and 28 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claim 6 is 
amended above to put it in independent form, and Assignee submits that claim 6 should now 
be allowed. Claim 28, which depended from claim 1, is cancelled, and claim 1 is amended 
above to include the allowable subject matter of claim 28. Therefore, claim 1 should also be 
allowed. Claims 2-5, 7-9, 29, and 30 all ultimately depend from claim 1 and thereby include 
the limitations of claim 1, and thus claims 2-5, 7-9, 29, and 30 should be allowed for at least 
such dependencies. 

For the above reasons, Assignee believes all of claims 1-9, 21-24, 26, 27, 29, and 30 
are now in condition for allowance, and allowance of these claims is respectfully requested. 
The foregoing is submitted as a full and complete response to the Office Action mailed June 
27, 2006. The preceding arguments in favor of patentability are advanced without prejudice 
to other bases of patentability.
